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A CRUDE WAGON BRAKE, 


The Price of Which is not Affected 
' by the Tariff. 
‘Hy’ writing to the Stockton Inde- 


| pendent from Hot Springs, describes 


an Arkansas invention that he has no- 
ticed, as follows: It is a new style 
wagon-brake. It does not require a 
skilled mechanic to manufacture it 
and there is no patent applied for. To 


make one, cut down a sapling fiveor 


six inches thick, ¢ut it of the right 
length for a brake bar; swing it under 
wagon-bed close to the hind 
wheels, an old rope or strip of rawhide 
can be used for the purpose ; now bore 
an auger hole in the starboard end of 
the brake-bar, between the wagon bed 
and wheel ; this hole must slant back- 
ward at an angle of 45°; use 
a small sapling four or _ five 
feet long for a handie, whittled 
to fit the slanting auger hole; then 
attach a small, rusty chain to the cen- 
ter af the hind axle and make the 
other end fast to the center of the 
brake-bar. The driver then, ties a 
baling-rope to the upper end of the 
handle and takes the other end io his 
hand. When he wants to put on the 
brake he pulls the rope, and as the 
upper end of the handle goes forward 
the brake-bar rolls and shortens the 
chain attached to the axle. This 
movement brings the brake-bar in 
contact with the hind’ wheels. It 
works well. The entire cost of tuis 
brake, labor included, is 35 cents.

a Pol ecman Gives His Experi- 
ence. — 

A policeman, who has distinguished 
himself in stopping runaway horses, 
r| gives! in the Medical Classics the fol- 
lowing points as to how to accomplish 
this difficult feat with the greatest suc- 
cess.; When you see a runaway com- 
ing, dv not try to check him by a rush 
from 'the opposite direction or the side, 
for you will be immediately knocked 
flat by the collision; but instead, pre- 
pare jyourself for a short run with the 
herse. Measure with your eye the 
listance, start to run while he is yet 
some distance off, perhaps ten feet in 
the case of fair to medium runaways. 
You may depend upon his keeping a 
straight ‘line, for a really frightened 
horse is half blind, and would not veer 
for a steam engine. He will 
straight ahead until be smashes into 
something. So do net get close to the 
line on which he is rushing, and as he 
passes you, grab the reins ‘near the 
saddie. Gather the reins firmly, and 
then, leaning back as you run, give 
them a powerful yank. You may be 
able to brace yourself somewhat as 
} you give this jerk by half sliding on 
your feet. The strong jerk on the bit 
tells the horse that he again has a 
master, and-prepares him for the final 
struggle. A step or twa forward after 
the first yank, do it in. This is 
the finishing stroke. (It never fails 
when given by a determined man. 
Keep a firm pull on the reins till you 
grasp the horse by the nostrils, and 
hold him so till he is pacified.

Additional weight is placed at his 
chest and back; sometimes a breast- 
plate and a shoulderplate of lead, 
sometimesia belt heavily weighted, which 
can be thrown on or off the shoulders, 
and hang down in frontand behind when 
in use. 

The experiences of a diver are many 
and interesting. After he has once 


reached the sunken vessel, whether by | 


being lowered straight down from the 
wrecking craft or by walking along the 
bottom of the ocean to avoid currents, he 
must search through the hull of the ship 
as though she were floating upon the 
surface of the water. 

To do this he carries a small lamp 
with him, which gives outa peculiarly 
brilliant light wnen unaer tne water, 
and makes the surrounding objects 
-glisten with all_the colors of the rain- 
bow. 

Care must be taken that the air-tube 
does not get tangled in any way, or cut 
by friction against the side of the ves- 
sel. Unfortunate divers have frequent- 
ly lost their lives by this means when 
exploring the intricate passages ot a 
vessel atgreat depth below the surface 
of the water. 

Danger is alsoexperienced from heavy 
pieces of timber, boxes, barrels and even 
dead bodies, which are often floating 
around in the hold of a sunken vessel. 

A diver, once telling of. the trouble 
that he had in exploring a wreck, said 
that he was constantly annoyed by sev- 
eral heavy chests which kept moving 
about with every swel]l of the sea. One 
came so near his diving-bell that he was 
forced to give it a violent push, which 
sent it against the opposite wall of the 
small cabin. Instantly it rebounded 
and came within an inch of the diver’s 
helmet, wHich it wonld have quickly 
broken had it struck it. 

But, by dodging in time, the chest 
passed harmlessly over him, and the 
next moment it collided with another 
Simwilar chest. The force of the collis- 
ion broke one of the hoops of the huge 
box, andthe next moment a glittering 
pile of newly-stamped gold coins rolled 
out upon the floor of the cabin. 

The chest had been used as a sort of 
treasury-box by the-captain, and all of 
his valuables were locked upinit. Be- 
sides gold and silver pieces of money, 
rich jewels and precious stones escaped 
from the brass-bound chest, and: pre- 
sented to the diver’s gaze a rare sight. 
The light from his sntall lamp, shining

royal commission showed that railway 
guards are sometimes on duty for fifteen 
and eyen nineteen and a half hours ata 
stretch, and the bHBrussels tramway 
drivers are at work from fifteen to seven- 
teen hours daily, with a rest of only an 
hour anda half atnoon. Brick-makers 
work during the summer months sixteen 
hoursaday. In the sugar refineries the 
average hours are from twelve to thir- 
teen for men ahd from nine to ten for 
women. The cabinet-makers, both at 
thent and Brussels, assert that they 
have’ often to work seventeen hoursa 
day. | } 

In Switzerland the law provides that 
a normal working dayshall not exceed 
eleven hours, reduced on Saturdays and 
public holidays to ten. Power is re- 
served for prelonging the working day 
in -certain circumstances. Except in 
cases Of absolute necessity Sunday labor 
is prohibited, and in establishments 
where uninterrupted labor is required 
each working hand must have one free 
Sunday out of two. Women can not 
under any circumstances be employed 
in night or Sunday labor. Italy has not 
legislated for adults, but has made reg- 
ulationsfor child labor. Sweden is in 
the same position. Spain and Portugal 
have done nothing. The general rule in 
the latter country, applying to old and 
young, is to work from sunrise to sun- 
set, an hourand a half being allowed for 
meals. In the Netherlands a law was 
recently : promulgated to prevent ex- 
cessive and dangerous work by grown-up 
women and young persons.. In Turkey 
the working day.lasts from sunrise to 
sunset, with certain intervals for repose 
and refreshment. In Russia, where 
there are no laws affecting the hours of 
adult labor, the normal working day in 
industrial establishments averages 
twelve hours.
